Congressman From Philadelphia

‘Gray, 37, the first black to 
defeat an incumbent black 
congressman, joins a half- 
dozen other ministers in 
Congress. He views his 
Congressional representa- 
tion of 55 percent of 
Philadelphia’s blacks as an 
extension of his ministry. 
He said he does nat intend 
to leave the pulpit. 

Gray also said he will not 
establish residency in 
Washington but will 
commute. “I think it is 
important to be close tothe 
people,” he said of his 70 
percent-black 2nd Con- 
gressional District. 

In a 1976 congressional : 
bid, he lost the primary by 
339 votes. Last fall, 
however, he _ unseated 
Robert N.C. Nix, a 20-year 
veteran of Congress, by 
more than 12,000 votes. 
“The 2nd Congressional

When he served for eight 
years as pastor of Union 
Baptist Church in Mont- 
clair, N.J. he founded the 
Union Housing Corpora- 
tion which constructed 
more than $5-million in low 
and moderate income 
housing. 


He did this by forging an ~ 


agreement with 18 outof 21 
Jewish, Protestant and 
Catholic leaders and by 
winning the cooperation of 
Montclair's city officials 
who agreed to build one 
new unit of housing in 
urban renewal areas for 
each unit torn down. 

The young minister, who 
is the son and grandson of 
ministers, made civil rights 
history in 1970 when he 
sued a Montclair Jandiord 
who refused fo rent him an 
apartment. A national 
precedent was established 
when the “New Jersey 
Superior Court ruled that 
financial damages should 
be paid by those who 
discriminate because of

Reformatory Nurse Flees

During the early 1960's 
when he- became deeply 
involved in the civil rights 
movement, he disasso- 
ciated himself with the 
church and became direc- 
tor of the local chapter of 
CORE.

He capped the fair hous- 
ing demonstration. by hav- 
ing himself and another 
CORE activist chained to 
their seats in the balcony of 
the Ohio House of Repre- 
sentatives to dramatize the 
cause. 

Although they had threa- 
tened to remain in the bal- 
cony until the House 
passed a fair housing bill,

Zebbs, in a letter to The 
CALL & POST, said the 
West Chicago suburb is a 
“community in which 
whites are not in flight. itis 
not a suburb that mush- 
roomed because of white 
flight from central city in 
the 50's and 60's,” he said. 

His appointment was in 
keeping with a resolution 
adopted at a clergy-lay 
meeting last year. It called 
upon church leaders to 
develop and implement 
strategies and programs to 
gain wide acceptance of 
the open “itinerant 
system.” it provides that 
whites could be appointed 
to black churches and 
blacks.to.white.churches, 

Although the conference 
is implementing the “itin- 
rant system,” Zebbs noted 
that “this will not be possi- 
ble unless a local church is 
open to such. appoint- 
ments.” He said it is 
“almost unbelievable that 
such a break occurred in a 
town like West Chicago. 
But when things of this 
nature occur , | think we 


should be ready,” he & 
added 


“The church,” he noted, 


“has been the last formida-' 


ble bastion of institutional 
racism. Itis my opinion that 
racism in the form of reli- 
gion is far more demoniac 
than racism in the form of 
politics and economics,” 
he stressed. 
Commenting on his 
appointment, Zebbs said: 
“For me, this is a sign of a 
new day to black churches. 
In my conversation with 
members of the church's 
pastor-parish committee, 
we talked openly and hon- 
estly with each other. In the 
end, + think there was-@ 
consensus that | was a pas- 
tor with the qualities 


needed there. 
. Zebbs, who is the father 
of five children, three who 


reside . in Columbus, des-. 


cribed Wegt Chicago as a 
“small suburban town of 
nearly 13,000 out of which 
only a handful are black.” 
He will assume his new 
charge June 15, he 
explained. 


Speaking at the Colum- 
bus Metropolitan Area 
Community Action Organi- 
zation's (CMACAO) 13th 
annual meeting, Gregory 
stressed to CMACAO the 
importance of its role in the 
community. CMACAO is a 
federally funded social ser- 
vice organization that pro- 
vides aid to poverty victims 
in Franklin County. 

“You in community 
action agencies have to 
know how important you 
are,” Gregory said. “You 
must understand that we 
can turn all this ‘arond. 
There are masses of people 
out there living in bad con- 
ditions, but | don’t believe 
we've gone beyond the 
point of no return.” , 

Gregory discussed con- 
temporary issues ranging 
from unemploy-ment to the 
defense budget to the 


He claimed that the prob- 
tems with each issue can be 
traced to “the white racist 
mentality that exists in our 
white racist system.” 

Gregory said that until 
people in this country are 
willing to deal with “ethics 
and honesty and integrity,” 
nothing will change. 

“We must not héip peo- 
ple so they can help them- 
selves. We must just help 
people,” he said. “That's 
the Godly thing to do. We 
must realize that this God- 
force is the only thing that 
heals. It is the real power 
that supercedes evéry- 
thing. “You have a big job 
in front of you,” Gregory 
told CMACAO. “But your 
ofganization can: change 
things, because you're 
dealing down here at the 


bottom. You must realize . 


that you do make a differ- 
ence, in people's lives.”

At 11:35 p.m. Turner approached the parked car and 
emptied his gun. His aim was apparently only directed 
toward Ms. Turner since Davis remained uninjured. 
Davis rushed Ms. Turner to the hospital. 

Shortly afterwards with his weapon concealed, 
Turner entered the emergency room and identified 
himself as the husband of the shooting victim upon 
determining where his wife was being operated on, he 
made his way to the emergency room where he dis- 


charged the second series 


of shots. 


Apparently no one at the hospital suspected that 
Turner had shot his wife. It is assumed that he followed 


her there. 


“Naturally,” said S. Goldman, hospital administrator, 
“there was no reason. to suspect.him..|t-is natural fora 
spouse to show for the other.” ' 

Goldman says that Turner did not display the gun up 
until the time he shot Ms. Turner. 

“This is the first time I've personally knew of a thing 
like this happening,” admits-Goldman. 

“We are happy she survived,” says Goldman. “Really 


it is miraculous.” 


Officer Travis says “Even if there were twenty-five 
policemen, things would have happened just as they 
did. Noone knew what was happening nor expected 


what happened to happen. 


Because attending physician Dr. R. Kelly and Ms. 
Turner were Unavailable for comment, the extent of 
damage was not known, but it was presumed that most 
of the damage was superficial.

twist to the story is that 


Turner, on parole for killing-his first wife in 1971, had 

‘informed his employer, co-workers, parole officers and 
mental health workers of his fear that he might kill his 
present wife. With the exception of his parole officer, 
none believed him. It is still not known why Turner was 
admitted and released by Butner, Dorothea Dix and the 
Guilford County Mental Health Clinic, but according to 
parole officer Ernest Ray, “it wasn't because he didn’t 
try to get committed.” It was around this same time of 
year in 1971 that Ray cut his first wife's throat for which 
he was convicted of second-degree murder. 

“Stuart Shadbolt of Probation and Parole in Raleigh 
confirmed that Turner did seek: assistance, but 
declined answering any further questions until the |it- 
igation on the case has been decided. , : 

Shadbolt, was, however, able to say that Turner had 
not been a model prisoner, but wasn’t a problem one 
either, which explained his early release on the murder 


charge. 


Also apparently there was no problem with Turner 
up till the time he announced his pian to kill his wite. 
One officer said “I really don't think he was all that 
crazy, | think he was just an overly jealous man.” “He 


may have even wanted to look crazy, 
explain why three hospitals released him.”

The wording onthe “little 
house” is an apt description 
of the Center's thrust since. 
opening its doors in 1967: 
opening the doors to fair 
housing for residents of 
Columbus and Franklin 
County. 


The Housing Opportun- 
ity Center, or HOC, has 
handled hundreds of cases 
of discrimination in hous- 
ing, and its ratio of resolv-" 
ing the cases on plaintiffs’ 
behalf is high, says Execu- 
tive Director Carl White. 
The agency has also pro- 
vided housing counseling 
to residents. 

At the same time, White 
is the first to direct atten- 
tion to obstacles HOC 
meets from renters and real 
estate brokers in Colum- 


__bus.and Franklin County. 


Not all of those with keys to 
fair housing readily say 
their doors are open, he 
said, adding that HOC 
nevertheless has made 
progress educating resi- 
dents to their housing 
rights as well as serving as 
an unofficial “watchdog” 
for fair housing. 

“The Center is presently 
certified by the Department 
of Housing and Urban 
Development as a compre- 
hensive housing counsel- 
ing agency with authoriza- 
tion to provide unlimited 
and unconditional housing 
services,” White said:

Filling up the trenches became a 
matter of pride, performance and 
pay. Opening positions provide 
equal pay. This and a depression 
will get you more Black 
Americans on the payroll. ; 

The U.S. Army is today more 
than one-quarter black and grow- 
ing stronger. The men at the top 
of the military are 94% white, 
whilé 28% of the men at the bot- 
tom are black (over twice the 
national average). Apparently not 
everyone in Washington is 
pleased with the make up of the 
professional Army. 

Silently slipping around the 
country again is the notion that 
no U.S. military might can exist. 
without first selective service and 
then conscription, better known 
as the draft. Defendants of restat- 
ing the selective service system, 
getting everybody's number at 18, 
see it only as a necessary precau- 
tion for a prepared populus to 
protect their country. 

Black Americans cannot 
believe this is’ the only motive; 
considering their numbers 
currently protecting the country. 
A better thought might be that too 
many people of color are servic- 
ing in the military for the comfort 
of the conservatives in the coun- 
try. Mutiny in the military by Black 
Americans could break the U.S. 
military might around the world. 

One solution is to use a selec- 
tive service system to effectively 
screen who shall serve in the pro- 
fessional or conscript Army in 


this country. Another answer is to 
vigorously effect affirmative 


my 


action in the Army by promoting 
deserving Black American 
professional soldiers. Cynics 
cannot see the superiors in the 
White House or the Pentagon put- 
ting their strength behind Black 
American officers. 

Computers are capable of cal- 
ling up any special segment of the 
statistics fed into the system. 
Short men, tall men, bakermen or 
black men could be cut from the 
list: Attention might highly be 
focused on farm or suburban 
sons. Finding a Black American 
to bring into the military service 
may be more difficult when the 
machine is done with its 
screening. 

Because military service offers 
one of the, few equal paying 
opportunities in the U.S. society 
for Black American youth it is 
readily accepted'as a chosen pro- 
fession. Particularly. in these 
times of high young adult 
unemployment. —- 

When one out of every two 
Black Americans between the age 
of 17-24 years old is out of work, 
then making money in the military 
is better than no job and no 
money. While the average white 
teen-ager is taking his time, trying 
to decide on doing his patriotic 
duty or taking a job for a little bit 
the brother must make a'decision 
soon after high school. 


He just doesn't have the option 


of to work or play. This places the 
professional Army career at the 
top of the list for the Black Ameri- 
can youth willing and able to per- 
form honest labor in our society.

While- most of the nation has_moved. 
forward in implementing the 1954 U.S.

Although the Cleveland school’s dese- 
gregation case has been in Federal court 
for over three years, we are no closer to an 
acceptable desegregation. decision than 
when the case first went to trial. 

Although Federal Judge Frank J. Bat- 
tisti has huffed and puffed, marched 
around. the walis and sounded his 
trumpet, the house has not tumbled, nor 
have the walls of segregation fallen down. 
Yet, millions of dollars of taxpayers’

What is true in Cleveland, is to some 
extent true in Columbus, Dayton and 
Cincinnati. 

In the meantime, in Cleveland, public 
education has deteriorated. A number of 
top Black employees have lost their jobs. _

in general, Ohio has a sad record of 
dealing with the education of Blacks. It all 
began in 1825 when the first public school 
act was passed.

Dems Delegates Plan Set 


A plan for the election of delegates to the 
41980 National Democratic Convention, 
announced recently by State Democrat Chair- 
man Paul Tipps, will constitute 82 percent 
white and 17 percent black unless the formula 
is changed by challengers, 

The plan, as announced by. Tipps, states 
that Ohio's Delegate Selection Plan for 1980's. 
Democratic National Convention “has been 
approved by Ohio's Affirmative Action/Dele- 

Selection Committee, and must now 
begin a 30-day public comment period.” 

As presently constituted, the most signifi- 
cant difference between the 1976 and the 1960 
nlans is that: there will be equal division 
petween male and female delegates. Another 
change is that the 1980 pian will provide fora 
10 percent “add-on” for party and elected 
officials. 

‘Ohio will have a total of 161 delegates and 
80 alternates to the 1980 Convention. Of 110 
delegates, (55 men and 55 women), will be

mended with this significant addition: 
‘that nothing in this act contained, shail 
be constructed as to permit Black or 
mulatto persons to attend schools hereby 
established.” 

In the light of what's happening to our 
public schools today, we have made very 
little progress in the intervening years. 

Despite its northern location, and its 


sercalied liberal Western Reserve Settie- - 


ments, Ohio has, from the beginning 
been a racist state. ane ; 
The Ohio Constitution of 1802 sought 
to regulate the lives of Blacks. A law was 
in 1804 and amended in 1807, 


further regulated and restricted the rights 


of Blacks. 

The Constitution of 1802 clearly stated 
that “electors are ‘White male citizens 
above the age of twenty-one years!” The 
laws denying the Negro the right to vote 
was strictly enforced until the passage of 

‘the Fifteenth Amendment. 
Frederick Douglass, during one of his 
speaking tours of Ohio, remarked that 
Ohio would be a good state if it would 
only get rid of its Black laws. 

it is against this historical background 
then that we must view the kind of deter- 
mined opposition we are meeting in try- 
ing to get a decision of the U.S. Supreme 
Court implemented: 

What is happening in Judge Battisti's 
Court is not happenstance. It-allfitsintoa 
pattern that is typical of the whole history 
of civil rights in this state. It manifests 
itself not only in the school desegregation 
cases, but in any issues involving human

One of the most damaging effects of 
inflation lies in the nonsense spouted about it. 
| often get the feeling that if inflation wasn'ta 
problem, it would have to be invented. 
Infiation has been used as an excuse to cut 
federal spending. to induce a recession andto 
put working people and minorities into an 


fl economic straitjacket. Inflation has become. 


the all-purpose excuse. We can't ' ave more 
homes, more services, more. jobs. Why? 
Because they'll be inflationary. 

Well | don't buy that. This is a rational age. 
and people no longer accept sweeping 
statements like that on faith alone. | want to 
know why we can't have economic justice 
decent jobs for all. and an end to poverty. And 
| don't accept inflation as the shorthand 
answer to that question 

The fact is inflation is a symptom. not a 
cause of our economic dilemmas. Inflation 
can no longer be used as the means of 
deflating people's hopes and aspirations. The 
inflation that really counts hits poor and 
working people hardest -- price rises in tood, 
health, housiny and energy. As long as the 
Administration remains committed to 


symbolic efforts demonstrating its concefn 
about overall inflation rates. those key areas 
will continue to show rapid price rises. And as 
usual, the burden both of inflationary price 
increases and ot fighting those increases will 
fall on the backs of those least able to bea: 
them. 

So | do not underestimate the importance of 
fighting inflation. It is, first of all, a terrible tax 
on the poor, and second, a stick with which to 
beat social programs. ‘ : 

But fighting inflation effectively does not 
conflict with meeting national needs and 
priorities. For too long we've concentrated on 
the demand side in the battle against inflation. 
We've tried to squeeze the economy. slow 
growth in personal incomes, induce 
unemployment, -and neglect urban. housing. 
health and education needs. 

But why not instead: concentrate on the 
supply side? Housing costs are going sky high 
because there aren't enough dwellings to 
meet the needs of an expanding population. 
Health costs are going through the ceiling 
because of a health delivery system that does 


not meet the neds of the nation while

The story went on to say that: “Ohio 
falis right in line with the deep southern 
states.” This being a quote from Prot. 
Glenn Pierce, a sociologist at Northeast- 
ern University in Boston. 

Ihave t to point out many times that 
Blacks don’t have it made in Ohio or any 
other state. Every foot of progress has to 
be won through bitter struggle . And, 
once won, has to be eternally defended. 

There is entirely too much compia- 
_ cency by Blacks in Ohio over the status of 
their civil rights. Public officials as well as 
the courts feel that they can treat us with 
complete indifference with no fear ‘of 
retaliation. ; 

One of the best examples of this is the 
racist record of Cuyahoga County Pro- 
secutor John-T: Corrigan. He cannot only 
indict Negroes with impunity, but, he can 
brazenly replace a judge he doesn't like, 

Of the three Black Bar groups in Cleve- 
land, not a one of them have voiced a 
single protest, or gone into court with any 
restraining action. The lawyers of the 
local branch of the NAACP remain silent 
in the face of obvious intrusions of our 
civil and legal rights. 

Shedding bitter tears of hurtand mum- 
bling under your tongue will not achieve 
any results. Only when we are mad 
enough to fight will we be listened to or 
respected. 

“The reason we do not attain our objec- 
tives is because we have not willed to do 
so. There are no barriers but ourselves; 
no barriers but our own indifference; no 
hindrances but those that come from our 
own spirits.” So says Dr. J.A. Jackson.

‘Selected measures that limit costs in the 
key areas that hit family budgets hardest. 

‘Increasing supplies of goods and services 
most prone to inflationary pressures. 

‘Increasing the ability of poor and low 
income. families to cope with rising prices 
thar expanded employment “nportuni- 
ies

Black people have been 
treated like children in 
most police brutality cases, 
because the whites have 
looked on blacks as. having 
that level of mental ability. 
Thumb back through past 
issues of black newspap- 
ers, take a look at the pic- 
tures, read the agonizing 
stories and then try to cite 
at least one instance of any 
drastic action ever being 
taken against a police 
officer for what he did to 
some black citizen. There 
is no such recored! 

When ‘the Mennefield 
tragedy hit the public 
newswise, this column 

-defended the police offic- 
ér's action, explaining that 
they, had acted naturally in 

a move of self-defense. It 

had been said that the 

youth had approached the 
officers with a raised, lethal 
object. : 
While all critics of the 
incident. declared that the 
youth could have been 
subdued and parents and 
teachers had suggested 
the possibility, the police 
officers knew nothing of 
the youth's temperament 
and acted in self-defense. 

Who would have ‘done 
otherrwise? 

Of course, there are 
some officers who are 
diplomatic and it may have 
beén possible for a try at 
diplomacy with Menne- 
field, but it can be guessed 
that the officers’ states of 
mind did not lean toward 
diplomacy at the particular 
moment. 


None-the-less, there 


fave -been- far too -many » 


incidents where resulting 
actions have had to be 
labeled as plain police bru- 
tality with the higher-ups 
paying little heed. 

One recalls aboutfour 
years ago, a black woman 
was badly beaten by the 
police and the incident was 
passed over lightly - just 
another black complainng!

right.to self-defense and to r 


stop a law violater, per law, 
by shooting a fleeing felon, 
but when the man is_lying 
helpless on the ground, 
suffering death's agony, 
there is no right to add 
assault to the injury. 

The guilty finding, in the 
case of the three police 
officers, is so very impor- 
tant, because it suggests 
that the public is- being 
heard at last. Here-to-fore, 
little-or_no_attention_was 
paid by our white brothers 
and sisters to the cry of pol- 


icy. brutality and it was’ 


always justified on....(never 
have heard ‘‘what”™ 
grounds). 

This writer recalls having 


seen many men arrested _ 


through the years,and—if 
they were not literally 
thrown. into the waiting 
paddy wagon, they were 
directed to climb into the 
rolling jail by ‘the arresting 
officer. The next day, those. 
same men: would be 
paraded before ‘the judge 
with bandaged and swollen 
faces,.and sometimes, the 
bailiff would explain that 
the defendant could not 
appear in court that morn- 
ing. He was too banged up 
from police brutality. 

It is well the public is 
finally taking a stronger 
interest and is becoming 
more demanding in the 
fight to stop police 
brutality. 

The public’s awakening 
may result in City Council 
and the administration 
have to write drastic puni- 
tive laws to punish police 
officers found guilty of 
such sadistic practices, 
rather than merely placing 
a report of the officer's 
wrong actions in his per- 
sonnel file and giving hima 
day or two suspension. 

Proper punishment 
through punitive laws must 
rest in the legislation the 
electorate draws up, rather

During his years as executive director, as he contem- 
plated the NAACP’s never ending hand-to-mouth 
existence, Roy Wilkins often reminded his staff of 
those years when as a young man he and other senior 
executives sometimes -had~to~pass~up~a~payday 
becausé the Association had no money. Staffers in 
recent times to be sure never gave much credence to 
those “payless paydays’” reminders. 

Nonethless, although the Association somehow 
managed to pay their salaries and the bills, they have 
witnessed all to frequently staff dismissals and other 
budget cutting actions. 

The. question, however, that every supporter of the 
NAACP must ponder is to what extent do these cuts 
impair the organization's effectiveness? As with any 
other business faced with hard times, NAACP workers 
have gontinued to make sacrifices. 

indeed, their unquestionable dedication to the civil 
rights struggle and to making America a better society 
for all people has been demonstrated by the extent to 
which they too have joined with the hundreds of thou- 
sands of people working through the NAACP's 
national network of branches in contributing their time 
and energies beyond normal work schedules. Those of 
us who have worked with or for civil rights organiza- 
tions are fully aware of this dedication. 

Still, however, to have an effective work force and be 
able to plan for the future requires an assurance of 
available funding. The NAACP's membership and con- 
tributions hae provided a level of stability. But there is 
no doubt that the Association must, as a manner of 
speech, run faster just to keep pace with the present 
level of inflation and regular budgetary demands. 

Consequently, we are immeasurably appreciative of 
the many expressions of support and for the contribu- 
tions that are now being offered in the wake of news 
about the NAACP's present financial difficulties, We 
are especially thankful for the support that the National 
Newspaper Publishers Association (NNPA). -= The 
Black Press of America -- has given over the years. 

Readers of the 165 member papers, we hope, will 
continue supporting the NNPA efforts, whatever they 
are, which one often implemented in cooperation with 
NAACP branches in black communities across the 
country. NNPA Executive Director Sherman Briscoe 
suggests that this drive could involve the listing of’ 
people in local black newspapers who make special 
contributions to the NAACP. ; 

We strongly continue to welcome this support and 
hope that every person who has benefitted from the

Nurses’ Visit To Red 
China Very Rewarding

As one of a group of 24 

nurses,.! had a stimulating 
and truly rewarding expe- 
rience fast fall when we 
went on an Ohio Nurses 
Association - sponsored 
study tour of The People’s 
Republic of China. The 
three-week —trip- included 
much needed rest stops in 
Tokyo, Hong Kong and 
Hawaii; the actual time in 
the pac being fourteen 
days. Soe, 
During is period we 
acquired. a variety of 
impressions about this 
ancient but durable cul-. 
ture, known for its magnifi- 
cent art treasures, 
imposing monuments and 
other traditional reminders 
of dynastics long past. 

Four major cities were 
visited, Shanghai, Hong 
Chow, Peking and Kwang- 
chow (Canton)whichwas 4 
unique experience, and the 
streets appeared to be the 
safest in the world! 

Our accommodations 
ranged from very good to 
dismal; in the former we 
were pleasantly surprised, 
for the latter we had been 
adequately prepared by a 
pre-visit briefing. Items 
such as bath towels, insec- 
ticide sprays, fly swatters, 
toilet tissue and prepacked 
high energy food such as 


_granola. bars and candy 


were not needed. The qual- 
ity of food served was 

excellent, however. 
The health care related 
ion of the tour included 


visits to hospitals, coopera- 


tive medical centers--the 
equivalent of our health 
maintenance organiza- 
tions, @ workers non- 
infectious diseases sani- 
tarium--comparable to our 
convalescent centers, and 
a school of nursing.

which are common to us 
are nonexistent in the Chi- 
nese health care system. 
The national health policy 
remaining the same since it 
was formulated by the first 
Chinese Party Congress in 
1949; the priorities as iden- 
tified to us were to serve the 
people, emphasize preven- 
tion of disease, integrate 
traditional and western 
medicine and organize ona 


large scale for preventive 
action. 

One result of this, we 
were told, was the empha- 
sis on thorough weekly 
cleanup campaigns that 
have eliminated flies, rub- 
bish in the streets and pets 
from the cities. 

A fascinating experience 
was the introduction to 
health care at the Peoples 
Commune of Huang Du: In 
chinese communes, the 
primary health care givers 
are the “barefoot doctors” 
who are neither doctors or 
barefoot. They are trained 
by mobile hospital medical 
units to. treat minor trau- 
matic: injuries, infections; 
respiratory diseases, per- 
form acupuncture and 
deliver babies. 

Their services. also 
include teaching of preven- 
tion of frequently recurring 
diseases, birth control and 
family planning. In each 
commune “brigade,” the 
barefoot doctors are 
organized in teams of three 
or four; they spend 10 Uays 
of each month engaged in 
productive labor in- the 


fields and factories. 

The fundamentals of 
“traditional medicine” are 
rooted in the use of a var- 
iety of medicinal. herbs, 
roots, insects and small 
reptiles combined with var- 


ying levels and modes of 
acupuncture... We were: 


exposed to a wide range of

much initial trepidation,
